Explanatory Note. 


Hinduism and the followers of its allied religions — Arya Sanaa jists, Brahmo Sarnajists, 
Jains, and Sikhs — have been grouped under the common bead “ Indo-Aryan. ” Tbe group 
“ Hindu Bralimanic ” represents those styled Hindus in tbe more restricted religious sense of 
the term. 

The remaining religions are arranged in numerical order. 

Tbe group “ Animist >J includes all those who returned no recognized religion but only 
then" caste name in the religion column in the schedules. The majority of them are forest or 
aboiiginal tribes, such as Bhils, Alinas, Bauris, and Grassias, who follow primitive forms of 
belief. Tbe border line between Animism and Hinduism is, however, a thin one. and many 
of those who were classed as Animists in 1901 have been returned as Hindus at this Census:, 
and vice versa.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The census, the statistics of which are embodied in this volume, was taken on March 
~JL0th,JL9.11. 

At previous censuses the Sironj, Chhabra, and Pirawa Parganas of Tonk State, though 
■ included in the Provincial Tables, were excluded from all the Imperial Tables. But having 
been transferred in 1910 from the Central India to the Rajputana Agency they are included 
. now in the Tonk figures in the Imperial Tables, 

The figures for the detached tracts of Central India, namely Nandwas, belonging to 
Indore State, and Gangapur, belonging to Gwalior State, which are situated in the Mewar 
Agency, are included, as before, in the statistics of Mewar State in the Imperial Tables, 

- and excluded from the Provincial Tables. 

The figures for Nimrol village, situated in the Central India Agency, have been 
excluded from Dholpur State in the Imperial Tables and included in the Provincial Tables. 

The figures for the pargana of Sambhar, held jointly by the Jaipur and Marwar Darbars, 
have been divided between the two States in the Imperial and Provincial Tables. 

The figures for areas under British administration in Rajputana are included, in the 
Imperial and Provincial Tables, in the statistics of the States in which they are situated. 

At previous censuses the figures for the Province of Ajmer-Merwara were published 
in separate volumes. They are printed now with the Rajputana figures throughout the 
Tables. 

The 21 inhabited villages belonging to the Marwar Darbar, and the 92 belonging 
to the Mewar Darbar, which are all 'situated in the Merwara District of Ajmer-Merwara 
and administered, on certain conditions, by the British Government, have been excluded 
from the Ajmer-Merwara figures in the Provincial Tables and included in the statistics 
for the two States in question, and vice versa in the Imperial Tables. At previous censuses 
they were incorporated in the Ajmer-Merwara figures. 

The optional Tables, XV-C and XV-D, prescribed by the Government of India, 
have not been compiled for Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara ; and Table XVI has been 
prepared only for Europeans and allied races, Armenians, and Anglo-Indians. 

Detailed statistics of area, houses, population, religion, and literacy, for the various 
-administrative units (i.c,, Parganas, Tahsils, etc.) in the States and Districts, will be found 
in the Provincial Tables I and II at the end of this volume.

The Table is divided into four parts, each showing the distribution of the population by- 
age, sex, and civil condition. 

Part A. — Shows, for each Province as a whole, the distribution of the total population (all 
religions) and of each religion. 

Part B. — Shows, for States and Districts, the distribution of the total population (all 
religions). 

Part C. — Shows, for States and Districts, the distribution of the population of each main 
religion (Animist, Christian, Hindu, Jain, Musalman, Silch). 

Part D. — Shows, for each City, the distribution of the total population (all religions). 

In Parts B, C, and D the age periods are given in less detail than in Part A, those for the 
individual years 1, 2, 3, 4 being omitted, and those from 20 onwards being compressed into 3 
periods, 20 — 39, 40 — 59 and 60 and over. 

The ages of the people recorded in the Census schedules represented the actual number of 
completed years on the day of the Census, not the current year of age. Divorced persons were 
included in the heading “ widowed," provided that they were not remarried.

Part A shows the extent of literacy in each of the Provinces as a whole, and by 
each religion. 

Part B gives similar details for each State or District for its population as a whole. 

Part C gives similar details for each State or District by main religions (Animist, Chris- 
tian, Hindu, Jain, Musalman, Sikh). 

Part D shows the extent of literacy in each City. 

Literacy was defined, for the purpose of this Census, as the ability to read and write a 
letter. The Table gives separate details of literacy in English in columns 11 to IS, 
which show both those whose only language of literacy was English and those literate in 
English as well as some other language. Persons shown in these columns, however, are in- 
cluded also in the main “ Literate columns, 5 to 7. The totals in columns 2 to 4 thus re- 
present the aggregates of columns 5 to 10 only.

Julaha, Mirasi, and Pinjara ; 

(cl numbering 3,000 and over in Ajmer-Merwara alone, except Dholi and Kahar ; 

{/!) of particular local or general interest, such as Chakar, Golapurab, aVlerat, Proliit, 

Sevag. and Goanese, Jew, Kayastha, Pnrsi, respectively. 

The castes noted above as excepted were not sorted for the Table in the first instance 
as they were comparatively small in 1901. 

For the purpose of this Table Christians (excluding Goanese) have been treated as a 
separate race, and have been subdivided into “ Indians ” and “ Others.” But the figures do 
not agree exactlj’ with those for Christians in Tables VI, VII, VIII, and XVII, ns the 
latter include Goanese who are shewn separately in this Table, and a Jewess by race- who 
returned her religion as Christian. 

The figures for Jews in this Table likewise differ from those for the Jewish religion in 
Tables VI, VII, hnd VIII, as the latter include individuals who were returned as Jewish 
by religion but were not Jews by race. 

The figures in columns 3, -1, 5, will not always agree with the corresponding ones in Table 
XIII as in some cases, subsequent to the compilation of this Table, amalgamation of castes 
has been made in Table XIII. 

Regarding the figures for literacy in English a reference to the Explanatory Note to 
Table VIII should be made.

Explanatory Note. 


The infirmities recorded at the Census were insanity, deaf-mutism from birth, total blind- 
ness, and corrosive leprosy. 

The Table is divided into two parts. Part I shows the distribution of the afflicted per- 
sons according to age for each of the two Provinces, and Part II the distribution according to 
locality. In Part II the States in Rajputaua have been grouped bv natural divisions the 
States within the divisions being arranged alphabetically. 

Persons suffering from more than one infirmity have been shewn under each of such 
infirmities. Such persons have been counted more than once among the population afflicted 
■shewn in columns 2, 3, 4. ' ’

among them. 

(b) Bhishti, Dakot, Dhanak, Garoda, Gosaiu, Jogi, Lakhera, Sad, Sansi, Sindhi, 

Swami have been included. 

The total populations of each caste in columns 4, 5, 6 correspond exactly, religion by 
religion, to those in Table XIII (Caste). But, in any caste, religions containing no infir- 
mities have not been shewn separately, though they have been included in the caste Totals on 
which the percentages in column 19 have been calculated. 

"Where a caste in one of the two localities in column 2 has no infirmities and, at the same 
time, is numerically so small as not to affect materially the percentage of infirmities in ( he 
caste as a whole, figures for the more important locality only have been given. 

A reference to Table XIII will show how the castes actually returned in the schedules 
have been amalgamated in this Table also. 

In calculating the percentages in column 19, persons suffering from more than one in- 
firmity have been counted more than once, no separate record of such persons having been 
kept in the abstraction offices.

Explanatory Note . 


This table is divided into two parts. Part I is a* Provincial Summary. Part II shows by 
States or Districts the occupations or means of livelihood which were returned in the 
schedules as the principal means of support. The subsidiary means of support of the agri- 
cultural classes only are dealt with in Table XV-B. 

Separate figures for Cities are given in Part II, but these are included also in the 
State and District figures. J odhpur City includes J odhpur suburbs which have been shown 
in Tables IV and V under the name of Jodhpur Town. 

To facilitate comparison with the statistics of occupations in other countries the method 
of classification in the Census of 1901 has been abandoned, and Monsieur Bertillon’s scheme, 
modified where necessary to suit the local conditions of India, has been adopted. Occupa- 
tions are arranged in 4 Classes, A, B, C, D. The Classes are sub-divided into 12 Sub-classes, 
which in their turn are sub-divided into 55 Orders. "Within the Orders are 169 Groups. 
For ready reference an Appendix has been added to the Table showing how the groups of the 
1901 Table have been amalgamated in the new groups. 

Group 29 (persons occupied with feathers), Group 94 (Harbour works, dockyards, and 
pilots), and Order 43, Group 141 (Navy), have been omitted from Part II of the Table, as there 
were no occupations returned under these heads. 

To meet local requirements certain groups in the standard scheme have been sub-divided 
us follows : — ' 

Group 2 (ordinary cultivators) into 2 (Actual cultivators [rent payers]) and 2 ( a ) (Un- 
paid helpers in cultivation) ; Group 142 (Police) into 142 (Police Imperial) and 142 (a) 
(Police Native States) ; Group 145 (Service of Native and Foreign States) into 145 (a) 
(Rulers of Native States and their families), and 145 (5) (Native States’ administrative 
officials and menials). 

So, too, owing to the difficulty in distinguishing between dyers of textiles and dyers of 
made-up clothes, Group 30 has been sub-divided into 30 (Bleaching, printing, preparation and 
sponging of textiles), and 30 (a) (Dyeing of textiles), and Group 71 into 71 (Washing and 
cleaning of clothes') and 71 (a) (Dyeing of made-up articles of clothing). The dyeing 
industry is thus represented by the combination of groups 30 («) and 71 (a).

This Table has been compiled especially for these provinces. Its purpose is to show 
which of the most important castes depend mainly upon agriculture, in some form or other, 
for their means of support, whether principal or subsidiary. Column 1G shows the percentage 
of the caste (including dependants) suppoited in some way by agriculture. Column 17 shows 
the percentage of the caste (excluding dependants) supported principally by agriculture. 

The Table shows separate figures for four localities [viz., the three natural divisions of 
Rajputana, and Ajmer-Merwara) and for rural and urban area® within each locality. The 
‘ Total 1 figures include both Provinces. Separate figures for localities and for areas, however, 
have not been given where they contain less than 1,000 and 500, respectively, of the caste; 
but the figures for such are included in the ‘ Total ’ figures for the caste. 

The Table does not include figures for Alwar, Bundi, Tonk (Eastern Division) and 
Kushalgarli (Southern Division), as it was not compiled by these States. 

The castes shown in the Table are : — 

(a) all those selected for Table IX, the percentage in which, in column 1G, is 50 or over 
in rural areas in any of the four localities ; 

(J) all those in Table XIII the percentage in which, in column 1G, is 80 or over in rural 
areas in any of the four localities ; 
i (c) a few others of special interest. 

The figures for Caste Totals in columns 4, 5, G correspond to the Totals in Table XIII, 
minus the omitted States noted above. 

In column 1 is shown what is generally considered to be the traditional or original 
occupation of each caste, thus helping to show how far non-agricultural castes have 
supplemented or replaced their traditional occupations with agriculture, and how far the 
original cultivating castes still depend upon agriculture for their main support.

Explanatory Note. 


This Table has been prepared for Ajmer City only, to show the most important 
-or interesting occupations or means of support ana the birthplaces of immigrants, among 
certain selected castes or races, which have' been chosen either for their numerical importance or 
their local interest. 

It also shows the ages of' all immigrants under three periods, namely 0 to 14, 15 to 89, and 
40 and over. 

Details by occupations have not been abstracted nor shown in columns 12 to 33 against 
“ other ” castes, nor have figures for age combined with birthplace been given against “ others ” 
in columns 6 to 11 under the different birthplaces. For this reason, (1) the figures in columns 
12 to 15 against “ All castes” in the entries for “Total immigrants,” and (2) the figures in, 
columns 6 to 11 and 12 to 15 against “Totals” in the entries under the various birthplaces, 
will not work up in either case to the totals in columns 3 to 5. 

The figures for immigrants exclude immigrants from Ajmer District into the City, 
figures for such not being available.

Area, Houses, and Population of Administrative Units. 


Explanatory Note. 


The two Provincial Tables in this volume give statistics for the various administrative 
units in the States and Districts, e.g., for Tahsils, Nizamats, Parganas, Towns, or whatever 
the local unit may be called. 

This Table shows for each such unit its area, number of towns and villages and of houses 
in rural and uibau areas, population (urban and rural) of 1911, densityof population per 
square mile, population of 1901, and percentage of variation for 1891-1901 and 1901-1911. 

The units have been arranged so far as possible in alphabetical order, except that the 
capitals of States and Districts have been printed first in each case, and towns whose areas 
are shown as included in that of some Pargaua, etc., have been printed immediately next to such 
Pargana. 

illanv of the units have been completely changed since 1901. The figures in columns 14 
to 16 therefore, will not always agree with those in the Tables of previous censuses. In some 
such cases, owing to the impossibility of adjusting the population, these columns have been 
left blank. 

In some cases towns have been taken out of the Parganas, etc., in which they were 
included in the 1901 Tables, and are shown separately. 

Yery many of the areas given in column 3 for the administrative units are merely 
.approximate, being based on the rough revenue records of the States. 

Compared with the Imperial Tables differences will be found in this Table — 

(1) in the areas of Rajputana, Alwar, Dholpur, Jaipur, Karauli, Marwar, Tonk, Ajmer- 
"Merwara, Ajmer, and Merwara, owing to the Imperial Table figures being based on the 
Imperial Survey, and those in this Table on the latest revenue records ; 

(2) in all the figures (except urban) for (a) Rajputana, Marwar, Mewar, Ajmer-Merwara, 
And Merwara, owing to the inclusion in this Table, in the 1911 figures for Rajputana, Marwar, 
and Mewar, of the villages belonging to these States which are situated in Merwara ; ( b ) 
Rajputana, Dholpur, and Mewar, through the inclusion of Nimrol village (shown in the Central 
India Imperial Tables) in Dholpur, and the exclusion from Mewar of the Parganas 4 ' of 
Nandwas of Indore and Gangapur of Gwalior (shown in the Central India Provincial Tables). 
The figures for Nimrol appear to have been omitted from the Provincial Tables of 1901, and 
the village is slid to have escaped the census of 1891 altogether ; 

(3) in the 1901 figures for Alwar and Kotah Cities, as this Table gives the adjusted 
.figures.

Explanatory Note. 


This Table gives, for administrative units, details of religion for Animists, Christians, 
Hindus, Jains, Musalmans, and Sikhs, the remaining religions being amalgamated under the 
head “ others , 3> and of education by the three age periods 0 to It, 15 to 19, and 2ft and over. 

Discrepancies will he apparent between the figures in this Table and Imperial Tables VI 
and VIII in the case of Rajputana, Dholpur, Marwar, Ajmer-Merwara, and Merwara. The 
reasons for these discrepancies are given in the Explanatory Note to Provincial Table I, 
to which a reference should be made.
